THE  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  RESERVATIONS 


ANNUAL  MEETING  AND  CONFERENCE 
February  5,  1941 

The  Fiftieth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Corporation  was  held 
at  the  Parker  House  on  February  5,  1941  with  President  Wolcott 
presiding.  After  reports  of  officers  and  committees  for  1940 
were  presented,  appropriate  action  was  taken. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  meeting  of  the  Corporation  over  300 
members,  associates,  and  guests  including  20  at  the  head  table 
and  58  delegates  from  various  organizations  interested  in 
The  Trustees,  sat  down  to  luncheon. 

Following  luncheon,  after  greetings  of  welcome,  President 
Walcott  called  upon  the  Rev.  Dr.  Samuel  A.  Eliot  to  say  a  few 
words  regarding  his  distinguished  brother,  Charles  Eliot,  who 
was  the  first  secretary  of  The  Trustees.  President  Walcott 
then  called  upon  the  Chairman  of  the  Standing  Committee, 
Charles  S.  Bird,  to  renew  the  accomplishments  for  the  year 
and  outline  the  program  of  activities  for  1941.  (Report  in  full 
printed  elsewhere.) 

The  Annual  Conservation  Award  which  has  been  presented 
for  eight  consecutive  years  in  recognition  of  distinguished 
service  for  conservation  was  announced.  President  Walcott 
on  behalf  of  the  Corporation  and  others,  named  Newton  Bishop 
Drury,  Director,  National  Park  Service,  United  States  Depart- 
ment of  the  Interior,  Washington,  D.  C.  as  the  recipient  for 
1940,  who  was  also  the  guest  speaker,  and  who  delivered  an 
address  on  conservation  much  to  the  interest  of  his  audience. 

At  the  conclusion  of  the  luncheon  meeting  Director  Drury 
presented  800  feet  of  colored  motion  films  of  Kings  Canyon 
National  Park  and  Olympic  National  Park. 

President  Walcott:  "All  is  not  gold  that  glisters"  but  there 
must  be  sound  metal  in  an  organization  which  has  not  only 
survived  but  flourished  during  a  half  century.  The  veriest  tyro 
in  evolution  knows  that  of  the  many  sub  species  being  con- 
tinually struck  off  only  those  survive  that  have  the  necessary 
will,  strength,  and  it  may  be,  adaptability,  to  do  so.  The  history 
is  everlastingly  the  same  whether  we  go  to  a  record  of  college 
societies  or  city  good  government  leagues.  If  you  wish  to  be  a 
success,  said  the  Autocrat  at  the  Breakfast  Table,  see  to  it  that 
you  are  well-born.  Our  original  incorporators,  —  fifteen  in 
number, — were  men  of  force  who  were  accustomed  to  success  in 
their  undertakings.  One  need  only  mention  the  names  of 
Frederick  L.  Ames,  Charles  S.  Sargent  and  General  Francis  A. 
Walker  to  illustrate  that  point.  But  collections  of  notables  like 
our  original  incorporators  did  not  arrive  by  chance  at  the  same 
conclusion.  Some  one  had  to  stir  them  up  and  set  them  in 
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motion.  This  function  was  performed  by  Charles  Eliot  whose 
importance  in  the  history  of  conservation  is  becoming  more 
and  more  known.  Only  two  years  were  given  him  to  act  as  our 
secretary  but  that  was  sufficient  to  put  our  organization  on  a 
firm  foundation : — to  secure  the  Virginia  Woods  in  the  Middle- 
sex Fells  for  The  Trustees,  the  Province  Lands  on  the  tip  of 
Cape  Cod  for  the  Commonwealth  and  the  Metropolitan  Park 
System  for  Boston.  We  are  honored  by  the  presence  at  this 
lunch  of  his  widow  and  his  nephew  Charles  W.  Eliot,  2nd,  who 
fifteen  years  ago  was  also  the  secretary  of  The  Trustees  of 
Public  Reservations,  and  who  is  now  executive  director  of  the 
National  Resources  Planning  Board  in  Washington.  I  will  ask 
his  distinguished  brother,  Samuel  A.  Eliot,  to  tell  us  something 
of  him  and  of  his  work. 

Reverend  Samuel  A.  Eliot:  I  very  much  appreciate,  Mr. 
President,  the  courtesy  that  permits  me  to  stand  up  just  for  a 
moment  and  make  grateful  acknowledgment  of  your  recognition 
of  the  unassuming  young  man  who  started  this  organization 
fifty  years  ago. 

Charles  Eliot  was  then  in  his  early  thirties,  and  he  died  at 
thirty-eight,  but  in  a  short  life  he  fulfilled  a  long  life  and  left 
behind  him  works  of  enduring  and  ever-enlarging  significance 
and  beauty.  It  is  good  to  know  that  he  is  remembered  here 
today. 

I  said  he  was  unassuming.  He  was,  indeed,  almost  too  modest 
— one  of  those  rare  men  who  do  not  seem  to  care  who  gets  the 
credit  so  long  as  the  work  is  done;  one  of  those  men  of  whom 
it  may  justly  be  said  that  he  thought  so  little  of  himself  and 
about  himself  that  he  had  the  time  which  most  of  us  never  dis- 
cover— the  time  to  think  about  other  people  and  about  the 
common  good. 

The  Trustees,  I  remember,  recorded  after  his  untimely 
death — "he  discovered  in  this  community  a  generous  but 
helpless  sentiment  about  the  preservation  of  historical  and 
beautiful  places,"  and  he  proceeded  by  persuasive  speech,  made 
all  the  more  forcible  because  his  motives  were  so  clearly  dis- 
interested— to  energize  that  silent  sentiment  and  to  organize 
the  agencies  through  which  might  be  accomplished  the  things 
that  he  had  at  heart.  By  letter  and,  chiefly,  by  personal 
visitation,  he  enlisted  the  cooperation  of  the  gentlemen  whose 
names  you  have  read,  and  others,  and  organized  the  original 
committee.  Your  honored  father,  Mr.  President,  was  the 
chairman  of  that  original  committee,  and  the  children  and  the 
grandchildren  of  the  members  of  that  committee  are  at  these 
tables  today.  Ames  and  Chases,  Wigglesworths  and  Saltonstalls, 
Lowells  and  Frothinghams  and  Amorys,  and  such  people,  shared 
Charles  Eliot's  spirit  and  were  warmed  by  his  zeal. 
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He  wrote  the  original  statement  of  purpose,  drafted  the  Act 
of  Incorporation,  saw  it  through  the  hearings  before  the  Judi- 
ciary Committee  of  the  General  Court,  and  finally,  in  May,  1891, 
when  the  Trustees  were  set  up,  he  became,  without  stipend 
and  without  salary,  the  first  executive  secretary.  In  that 
capacity  he  wrote  the  two  or  three  first  reports  of  these  Trustees, 
and  therein  are  laid  down  the  policies  and  the  principles  which, 
wisely  adapted  to  changing  circumstances  from  time  to  time, 
continue  to  guide  the  administration  of  this  trust. 

He  died,  as  most  of  us  must,  with  goals  unreached  and  with 
visions  unfulfilled,  but  he  passed  the  torch  that  he  had  kindled 
to  comrades  who  could  carry  it  on  and  lift  it  higher,  and  I  am 
here  today  to  thank  you,  Sir,  and  to  congratulate  you  and  your 
associates  upon  the  efficiency  with  which  this  happy  trust  is 
administered.  Long  may  it  serve  the  Commonwealth! 

President  Walcott:  The  chairman  of  our  standing  com- 
mittee, notwithstanding  his  many  private  interests  and  other 
public  activities,  has  given  a  great  deal  of  his  time  and  effort 
without  any  desire  to  appear  prominent  in  this  organization, 
and  I  shall  call  upon  the  Honorable  Charles  S.  Bird  for  the 
report  of  the  Standing  Committee,  of  which  he  is  chairman. 

Charles  S.  Bird  :  On  behalf  of  the  Standing  Committee,  I  wish 
to  express  appreciation  for  the  encouragement  which  you  have 
given  us  as  members  and  friends  during  the  past  year,  and  for 
the  interest  you  show  in  our  work  by  coming  to  the  meeting 
this  afternoon. 

On  the  Golden  Program  provided  by  our  untiring  secretary, 
commemorating  the  Fiftieth  Anniversary  of  the  founding  of  this 
society,  there  are  listed  many  material  accomplishments. 

Someone  has  said,  "Any  amount  of  meritorious  endeavor 
isn't  worth  a  damn.  It  is  success  that  counts."  I  disagree  with 
this  false  aphorism.  It  is  impossible  to  measure  the  varied 
influence  of  hard  and  persistent  work.  In  the  hands  of  good 
leaders  the  sword  of  the  spirit  will  cut  through  many  obstacles. 
The  fact  that  this  organization  has  always  been  on  the  job 
"pegging  away,"  to  use  an  expression  of  Lincoln's,  has  perhaps 
been  its  greatest  achievement.  I  believe  it  has  accomplished 
more  in  arousing  the  spirit  for  conservation  and  recreation  than 
can  be  measured  only  in  material  successes. 

To  illustrate  what  I  mean,  I  give  the  following  two  instances : 
The  first  is  the  Metropolitan  Park  System,  brought  about  by 

the  determined  effort  of  the  founders  of  this  society  against 

violent  opposition  from  many  people  who  at  the  time  thought 

it  impractical,  too  idealistic  and  extravagant. 

Second,  it  gave  to  a  group  of  good  people  in  England  the 

inspiration  to  form  the  National  Trust,  an  organization  which 
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took  word  for  word  our  charter  and  purpose.  This  great  trust 
now  recognized  by  the  British  Government  as  the  guardian  of 
historical  monuments  and  public  domains,  carries  on  with 
increasing  responsibilities  and  effectiveness  in  spite  of  the  war. 

There  are  many  instances  like  these,  but  they  are  sufficient  to 
illustrate  how  the  spirit  of  this  society  has  helped  to  awaken 
people  to  the  need  of  public  reservations,  more  opportunities 
for  recreation,  and  the  love  of  beautiful  things. 

Great  stress  today  is  given  to  the  concept  of  the  integrity  of 
the  individual  as  the  basis  of  such  ideas  as  liberty,  freedom,  free 
institutions,  and  the  search  for  truth.  I  agree  that  the  destiny 
of  man  is  character.  I  believe  in  the  idea  of  the  significance  of 
the  individual.  But  if  we  are  to  survive,  representative  govern- 
ment in  democracies  must  be  more  efficient  in  planning  and 
providing  community  needs  and  interests  than  they  have  been  in 
the  past.  The  time  has  come  when  we  must  cease  to  be  indivi- 
duals and  become  citizens.  An  increased  will  and  readiness  for 
self-sacrifice  and  service  must  be  more  developed  among  our 
citizens,  if  Christian  civilization  and  what  President  Hopkins  has 
recently  referred  to  as  "our  vaguely  defined  aspiration  called 
culture,"  is  to  live  and  prosper. 

With  the  sincere  thanks  of  the  Standing  Committee,  not 
only  for  the  generosity  of  the  donors  but  for  their  interest  and 
support,  I  announce  the  following  gifts — 

Five  (5)  acres  to  our  Misery  Island  Reservation — including 

a  house  occupied  by  our  warden — by  the  Estate  of  Theodore 

C.  Hollander; 

An  additional  five  (5)  acres  to  our  Halibut  Point  Reserva- 
tion in  Rockport — by  Mr.  Charles  S.  Stube; 

Eighteen  (18)  acres  to  our  Rocky  Narrows  Reservation  in 
Sherborn — by  Mr.  and  Mrs.  George  Lewis,  Jr. 

A  generous  gift  with  endowment  of  one  hundred  and 
fifty  (150)  acres  on  Holt's  Hill,  in  Andover — by  Mrs.  Charles 
W.  Ward  in  memory  of  Mr.  Ward. 

Our  secretary  has  been  most  active.  With  this  committee  he 
helped  Mr.  Joseph  A.  Skinner,  one  of  our  trustees,  to  complete 
his  magnificent  gift  to  the  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts, 
of  Holyoke  Mountain.  He  has  delivered  many  lectures  through- 
out the  State,  showing  our  new  colored  motion  picture  called 
"Saving  Beauty  Spots  from  Cape  Cod  to  the  Berkshires."  He 
conducted  three  field  trips  to  the  Berkshires  which  were  at- 
tended by  over  one  hundred  friends  and  members,  all  of  which 
interested  two  hundred  and  thirteen  new  members  to  join  us 
this  year,  whom  we  welcome  with  open  arms,  for  it  is  only  by 
adding  members  that  we  can  increase  our  income  so  vitally 
needed  to  meet  our  obligations. 

We  are  grateful  to  all  of  our  local  reservation  committees, 
particularly  the  chairmen  for  their  help.   Their  reports  indicate 
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diligent  attention  to  many  details  which  have  made  our  reser- 
vations more  attractive  to  the  public.  We  expect  these  com- 
mittees to  become  increasingly  important  in  the  administration 
of  these  reservations. 

The  Standing  Committee  through  our  secretary  met  this 
year  with  the  special  commission  on  the  Functions  of  Cities  and 
Towns  in  the  Metropolitan  District,  covering  an  extension  of 
the  Metropolitan  Park  System.  We  outlined  our  views  and 
encouraged  action.  This  commission  has  drawn  a  bill  which 
will  be  presented  to  the  General  Court  asking  for  the  extension 
of  the  Metropolitan  Park  District  to  twenty-five  miles  from  the 
State  House.  We  hope  you  will  appear  when  you  receive  a 
notice  from  the  secretary,  and  encourage  the  passage  of  this 
Bill.  It  has  been  endorsed  by  the  State  Planning  Board,  recom- 
mended by  His  Excellency,  Governor  Saltonstall,  and  covers  a 
scheme  which  we  suggested  and  outlined  some  years  ago  in  a 
pamphlet  entitled  "The  Bay  Circuit." 

We  failed  to  raise  the  money  needed  to  pay  off  the  debt  of 
our  Dinosaur  Reservation.  We  also  failed  to  increase  the  en- 
dowment for  the  maintenance  of  the  "Old  Manse"  in  Concord. 
We  intend  to  tackle  these  tasks  with  renewed  vigor. 

The  aim  of  this  organization  is  to  protect  and  save  places  of 
natural  beauty  or  historic  interest  that  have  unique  or  cultural 
interest.  We  shall  not  add  to  our  holdings  any  places  of  large 
acreage  or  great  tax  value,  but  as  a  private  organization  we 
always  stand  ready  to  interest  people  in  any  sound  program  for 
conservation  and  recreation  which  needs  public  support. 

At  a  time  when  so  many  beautiful  and  historic  monuments 
are  being  daily  destroyed,  when  the  Christian  world  is  fighting 
for  survival,  our  work  may  not  seem  unimportant. 

There  is  much  truth  in  the  remark  of  the  old  Scotch  woman 
who  said,  "If  we  were  as  intent  in  the  pursuit  of  our  own  special 
calling  as  the  Devil,  poor  man,  it  would  be  better  for  us." 

And  so,  in  spite  of  the  times,  we  expect  to  keep  "sawing 
wood,"  and  do  whatever  we  can  to  fulfill  the  purpose  for  which 
this  society  was  organized. 

PLANS  AND  POLICIES  FOR  1941 
First. — To  acquire  and  maintain  for  public  enjoyment  places 
of  natural  beauty  and  historic  interest  which  have  some  unusual 
or  distinctive  character. 

Second. — To  give  our  cooperation  at  all  times  to  the  Com- 
monwealth and  to  other  organizations  toward  plans  for  adding 
areas  needed  for  recreation,  conservation  or  nature  study. 

Third. — To  preserve  and  maintain  reservations  entrusted  to 
our  care  in  as  natural  a  state  as  possible,  free  from  too  much 
development,  but  with  the  aid  of  local  committees,  carry  on 
reasonable  improvements. 
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President  Walcott:  I  think  perhaps  most  of  our  members 
know  that  our  vice-president,  Mr.  Channing,  has  had  a  very 
serious  accident  and  has  been  on  his  back  in  bed  at  the  Phillips 
House  for  a  great  many  weeks,  and  I  am  sure  we  should  all  join 
in  asking  Mr.  Fletcher  to  convey  to  him  our  best  wishes  for  a 
speedy  recovery,  from  all  those  present  at  this  luncheon. 

One  of  the  most  agreeable  functions  of  this  organization  is 
the  award  of  a  medal  for  distinguished  service  for  conservation. 
Two  years  ago  we  tossed  our  medal  as  far  as  the  Hudson  to 
bestow  it  upon  the  man  who  made  possible  in  our  time  the 
Great  Smoky  Mountain  National  Park  through  the  gift  of  the 
Laura  Spelman  Rockefeller  Foundation.  Encouraged  by  this 
long-distance  shooting  this  year  we  set  our  mark  at  a  point  on 
the  Pacific  Coast  and  our  prey,  obliging  as  David  Crockett's 
coon,  had  descended  from  the  glorious  forest  of  redwoods  of 
which  he  was  long  the  protector  and  has  come  to  Washington 
as  head  of  the  great  National  Park  Service  of  the  United  States 
and  thence  here.  On  behalf  of  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reser- 
vations it  gives  me  great  pleasure  to  bestow  on  you,  Sir,  former 
professor  in  the  University  of  California,  ex-Lieutenant  in  the 
past  World  War,  Vice-President  American  Forestry  Association 
and  Vice-President  Conservation  Council,  our  conservation 
award.  And  you  will  have  the  opportunity, — which  no  other 
medalist  has  been  given  up  to  this  date, — of  replying  at  length 
for  you  are  not  only  our  medalist  but  our  orator  of  the  day, — 
Newton  Bishop  Drury — (Extracts  from  Address). 

I  congratulate  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations  upon 
having  attained  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  useful  public  work. 
Your  record  of  accomplishment  is  great.  My  interest  in  what 
you  have  done  to  preserve  outstanding  examples  of  native 
landscape  and  areas  of  historic  interest  rests  not  only  upon  the 
intrinsic  worth  of  these  properties  themselves  but  also  upon  the 
analogy  between  what  you  have  done  here  in  the  East  and  what 
we  have  attempted  along  similar  lines  in  California. 

The  California  State  Park  program  which  grew  out  of  the 
movement  to  save  the  Redwoods  has  resulted  in  the  preservation 
of  a  diversified  and  well-balanced  State  Park  system  with  some 
70  units,  comprising  300,000  acres  and  representing  a  valuation 
of  $15,000,000.  Foremost  among  the  units  of  this  system  are  the 
Redwood  State  Parks,  comprising  among  other  areas  the  famous 
Bull  Creek  Flat,  the  Prairie  Creek  Redwoods,  the  Del  Monte 
Coast  Park,  and  Mill  Creek  Redwoods. 

These  are  outstanding  among  the  forests  of  the  world  and 
though  they  are  state  parks,  are  really  of  national  significance. 
Just  as  the  Federal  Government  through  the  national  parks  has 
preserved  the  supreme  examples  of  the  Sierra  Redwoods  or  Big 
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Trees  (Sequoia  gigantea)  in  Sequoia  National  Park,  the  Mariposa 
Grove,  the  Merced  Grove,  and  the  General  Grant  and  Redwood 
Canyon  units  of  the  Kings  Canyon  National  Park,  so  the  State 
of  California  with  the  assistance  of  the  Save-the-Redwoods 
League  was  able  to  preserve  over  the  past  twenty-two  years  the 
outstanding  stands  of  the  Coast  Redwoods  or  Sequoia  semper- 
virens. 

One  interesting  phase  of  the  movement  to  save  the  Redwoods 
in  California  was  the  strong  and  constant  help  given  by  people 
of  the  East,  notably  in  New  England.  Some  of  the  most  generous 
of  the  private  contributions  to  match  state  funds  came  from 
New  Englanders,  particularly  from  Massachusetts.  It  is  also 
interesting  to  note  that  the  basic  survey  upon  which  the 
comprehensive  State  Park  system  for  California  was  developed 
was  made  by  Frederick  Law  Olmsted  of  Brookline,  Massa- 
chusetts. His  father  before  him  made  one  of  the  early  studies  of 
Yosemite  National  Park. 

In  California,  we  finally  reached  the  point  in  our  thinking  on 
park  and  conservation  matters  whereby  the  areas  were  rather 
definitely  classified  in  three  categories:  First,  "Reserves", 
representing  exceptional  examples  of  landscape  flora  and  fauna, 
to  be  held  as  nearly  as  possible  in  their  natural  condition, 
inviolate  except  for  such  minimum  development  as  was  determ- 
ined by  study  and  analysis  to  be  necessary  to  proper  public 
access  and  appreciation  of  their  highest  qualities.  Examples  of 
these  were  the  outstanding  Redwood  parks,  the  coastal  land- 
scape at  Point  Lobos  in  Monterey  County,  the  wilderness 
summit  of  Mount  San  Yacinto,  Riverside  County,  and  the 
Anza  Desert  State  Park  in  San  Diego  County.  Roads  and 
development  have  been  kept  to  a  minimum  on  these  lands  and 
a  pattern  of  use  has  been  developed  which  it  is  hoped  will  per- 
petuate the  beauty  and  significance  that  represent  their  highest 
value  to  the  public. 

Second,  "historic  sites"  which  commemorate  significant 
events  in  the  colorful  periods  of  California's  history.  Typical 
of  these  are  the  spot  on  the  American  River  where  Marshall 
discovered  gold  and  started  the  great  trek  of  the  Argonauts 
which  so  changed  the  course  of  history  in  the  West;  Fort  Ross 
in  Sonoma  County  on  the  northern  coast,  an  outpost  of  early 
Russian  settlement;  and  La  Purisima  Mission,  Santa  Barbara 
County,  where  with  Federal  cooperation  a  splendid  type 
restoration  of  a  typical  early  Spanish  mission  settlement  has 
been  created. 

Third,  "recreational  parks",  such  as  the  ocean  beaches  of 
southern  California  which  were  acquired  and  will  be  developed 
frankly  for  the  purpose  of  providing  wholesome  outdoor  activity 
in  an  agreeable  environment.  Campgrounds  in  the  mountain 
and  forest  parks  also  come  under  this  classification  in  the 
California  State  Park  system. 
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In  the  field  of  national  parks,  there  has  been  a  great  expansion, 
particularly  during  the  past  seven  years  of  emergency  expen- 
ditures. Many  functions  and  new  responsibilities  have  by  law 
been  entrusted  to  the  National  Park  Service.  Historical  and 
military  parks  and  great  parkway  developments,  such  as  the 
Natchez  Trace  and  the  Blue  Ridge  Parkway,  have  been  put 
under  their  jurisdiction.  A  vast  program  of  cooperation  with  the 
States,  particularly  in  recreational  development,  has  been  made 
a  function  of  the  Service.  But  through  it  all,  there  has  been  kept 
in  mind  the  obligation  to  maintain  the  integrity  of  the  original 
park  ideal  as  to  those  primary  units  in  the  system  which  make 
up  the  national  parks  and  monuments.  This  ideal  is  expressed 
in  the  injunction  of  the  Congress  in  the  Act  of  creating  the 
National  Park  Service  that  the  areas  are  to  be  held  "to  conserve 
the  scenery  and  natural  and  historic  objects  and  wild  life  therein, 
and  provide  for  the  enjoyment  thereof  in  such  manner  and  by 
such  means  as  will  leave  them  unimpaired  for  the  enjoyment  of 
future  generations.' ' 

The  support  given  by  your  group  to  the  National  Park  ideal 
has  long  been  appreciated.  Acadia  National  Park,  we  know,  is 
of  interest  to  you.  On  the  historical  side,  there  is  the  near-by 
Salem  National  Historical  Site,  interpreting  an  important  early 
phase  of  our  nation's  history. 

The  concept  that  your  organization  represents  is  one  that 
it  seems  to  me  is  important  to  keep  alive.  This  is  the  concept  of 
"trusteeship."  It  is  at  the  heart  of  our  function  in  the  National 
Park  Service,  which  in  the  last  analysis  is  one  of  serving  as 
custodians  for  the  protection  of  great  things  in  nature  and  great 
things  in  history.  The  distinction  of  the  national  park  system 
lies  primarily  in  the  fact  that  it  includes  these  outstanding  areas. 
Over  16,000,000  people  traveled  to  the  national  parks  last  year. 
By  far  the  largest  percentage  of  them,  whether  they  realized  it 
or  not,  or  could  definitely  put  it  in  words,  were  impelled  to 
visit  these  areas  by  the  quest  of  a  supreme  experience.  The 
gleam  of  glaciers  on  a  mighty  mountain;  the  shimmering  beauty 
of  a  lake  indescribably  blue,  resting  in  the  center  of  an  extinct 
volcano;  the  thunder  and  mist  of  water  falling  over  sculptured 
granite  cliffs;  the  colorful  chapter  in  the  Book  of  Time  revealed 
by  the  strata  of  a  mile-high  canyon  gashed  by  a  rushing  river; 
the  sight  of  unaccustomed  plants  and  animals  living  in  natural 
adaptation  to  their  environment  and  to  each  other;  the  roar  of 
surf  waging  its  eternal  battle  with  the  land;  the  silence  that 
hangs  over  the  strange  ruins  of  the  habitations  of  forgotten 
people;  the  lengthening  shadows  of  the  towering  Sequoias — 
these  and  a  thousand  other  vivid  impressions  are  at  the  heart  of 
the  experience  that  national  park  visitors  travel  thousands  of 
miles  to  seek.  All  else  that  they  do  and  that  we  do  in  the  Service 
is  incidental.  If  we  can  remember  this,  we  can  remain  true  to  our 
high  calling  as  trustees  for  great  things  of  America.

COOPERATING  SOCIETIES 


It  is  suggested  that,  in  the  event  of  any  local  Society  ex- 
pressing its  willingness  to  cooperate  with  The  Trustees,  the 
following  procedure  should  be  adopted: 

1.  That  the  Society  should  appoint  and  regularly  maintain 
a  committee  to  cooperate  with  The  Trustees,  to  be  known  as  a 
"Committee  on  Scenic  and  Historic  Preservation',;  and  that  this 
local  Preservation  Committee  should,  in  general,  watch  all 
beautiful  and  historical  places  within  the  area  covered  by  the 
membership  of  the  Society,  and  should  inform  the  Standing 
Committee  of  The  Trustees  of  any  case  in  which  their  inter- 
vention might  be  helpful. 

2.  That  a  rough  register  of  beautiful  or  historical  places,  in 
the  region  covered  by  the  membership  of  the  Society,  should  be 
compiled  by  the  members  of  this  local  Preservation  Committee, 
and  that  a  copy  of  the  list  so  compiled  should  be  filed  at  the 
office  of  The  Trustees. 

3.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee 
should,  as  far  as  possible,  endeavor  to  influence  local  govern- 
ments toward  preservation  of  the  beautiful  and  historical 
features  of  their  district. 

4.  That  the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee 
should  undertake  to  distribute,  from  time  to  time,  literature 
issued  by  The  Trustees. 

5.  That,  in  order  to  facilitate  the  work  of  The  Trustees, 
the  members  of  the  local  Preservation  Committee  should  under- 
take to  further  the  growth  of  membership  in  The  Trustees. 
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As  one  will  see  by  reading  the  reports  of  our  local  reservation 
committees,  these  committees  have  been  active  and  diligent, 
showing  even  more  interest  than  heretofore.  This  is  very  grati- 
fying for  we  believe  that  the  theory  of  having  local  committees 
assist  in  administering  the  affairs  of  the  various  reservations  and 
help  in  raising  the  additional  funds  which  they  may  need,  is  a 
sound  one. 

So  that  those  interested  in  the  work  of  The  Trustees  may 
know  our  financial  needs  we  make  the  following  listing: 

Goodwill  Park,  Falmouth — 

$500  for  flush  toilets,  drinking  fountain,  four  tables,  two 
fireplaces,  25  more  Dogwoods,  at  least  25  young  Holly  trees. 

Whitney  Woods,  Cohasset — 

$500  drinking  fountain,  25  holly  trees,  renewal  of  signs, 
paths  cleared  and  bridle  trails  kept  in  repair. 

Mount  Ann  Park,  Gloucester — 

$200  for  keeping  paths  cleared,  renewal  of  signs,  enlarging 
parking  space. 

Monument  Mountain,  Great  Barrington — 

$500  for  improvement  of  the  main  paths,  increase  of 
warden's  fees,  improving  parking  space  recently  made  by 
the  Department  of  Public  Works  by  leveling  a  bank. 

Chesterfield  Gorge,  West  Chesterfield — 
$150  for  signs. 

Halibut  Point,  Rockport — 

$1,500  to  enlarge  the  reservation's  parking  space  and  pur- 
chase of  adjoining  25  acres  contracted  for. 

Dinosaur  Footprints,  Holyoke — 

$3,000  to  complete  purchase  of  the  reservation,  fencing  off 
the  property  and  placing  signs. 

Misery  Island,  Salem — 

$1,000  for  repairs  to  the  warden's  cottage  which  we  now 
own,  planting  of  suitable  trees  around  old  retaining  walls, 
installing  new  float  for  landing  on  the  Island.

$100  for  signs,  keeping  paths  clean,  and  removal  of  hurricane 
damage.

Rocky  Narrows,  Sherborn — 

$500  for  clearing  hurricane  damage,  signs  along  the  river 
at  additional  land  recently  acquired. 

Old  Manse,  Concord — 

$25,000  for  endowment,  income  of  which  to  be  used  for 
maintenance.

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PROPERTIES  OWNED  AND  ADMINISTERED

BANCROFT  SANCTUARY  (1935).  A  wooded  tract  of  25  acres  in 
Cohasset,  with  foot  trails,  an  attractive  brook  and  a  six-acre 
pond;  a  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Hugh  Bancroft. 

Adjoining  Whitney  Woods  and  administered  with  that 
property.   Entered  from  King  Street. 

CHESTERFIELD  GORGE  (1929).  About  13  acres  on  the  east  bank 
of  the  Westfield  River  at  West  Chesterfield.  The  passage  of 
the  stream  between  narrow  rocky  walls  luxuriantly  clothed  with 
hemlock,  is  an  outstanding  scenic  feature. 

DINOSAUR  FOOTPRINTS  (1935).  On  the  west  bank  of  the  Con- 
necticut River,  north  of  Holyoke  in  a  tract  of  seven  acres  are 
sandstone  ledges  showing  clearly  defined  footprints  made  by 
dinosaurs  150  million  years  ago.  These  are  of  great  scientific 
interest. 

The  Dinosaur  Field  beside  the  Connecticut  River  near 
Holyoke,  on  which  the  Trustees  would  like  to  complete  pay- 
ments, more  than  ever  drew  the  attention  of  passing  motorists 
during  1939,  the  year  of  the  New  York  World  Fair.  It  is  so 
accessible  and  handy,  occupying  the  narrow  strip  of  land  between 
U.  S.  Highway  No.  5,  which  forms  its  western  border,  and  the 
river,  its  eastern  margin. 

The  chief  interest  centers  in  the  large  tracks  implanted  in 
mud  flats  that  have  since  hardened  into  shale,  eloquent  testi- 
mony to  that  far  distant  geologic  past.  Of  equal  importance 
but  little  known  are  tiny  toe  marks  of  a  small  creature  of  long 
hind  legs  and  short  front  ones,  the  imprint  of  whose  peregrina- 
tions mark  the  ledges  on  the  river  bank. 

What  wouldn't  this  field  do  in  the  way  of  attracting  large 
numbers  of  tourists  and  students,  were  it  arranged  as  planned, 
with  attractive  fence  enclosure  and  appropriate  signs,  small 
guest  house  and  summer  attendant?  Who  will  be  the  bene- 
factor that  will  supply  these  much  desired  and  needed  improve- 
ments ?

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GOODWILL  PARK  (1894).  A  tract  of  150  acres  in  Falmouth  was 
given  by  Joseph  Story  Fay,  and  79  acres  additional  by  other 
members  of  the  family.  It  is  well  diversified  and  borders  on  two 
ponds.

The  picnic  and  recreation  grounds  continue  to  attract  a  great 
many  people,  many  more  than  in  1939;  these  areas  would  be 
used  much  more  if  it  were  not  for  the  restrictions  imposed  by 
the  Falmouth  Water  Supply  which  makes  impossible  the  use  of 
the  pond  for  bathing  or  boating;  we  have  however  the  smaller 
pond  in  the  park  which  can  be  used  for  these  purposes  and  a 
trail  should  be  cut  to  this  pond  from  the  south  side. 

Our  pressing  needs  are  for  flush  toilets,  more  picnic  tables  and 
at  least  two  more  fire  places  as  the  present  ones  are  in  bad 
condition.  The  town  appropriation  has  been  used  in  keeping 
the  roads  in  condition  and  general  clean  up  and  in  some  planting. 
Some  work  was  done  by  the  welfare  workers  but  there  is  a  lot 
that  could  be  done  this  winter  and  particularly  so  on  the  large 
trees  along  Route  28.  All  of  these  trees  are  in  need  of  high 
pruning,  also  they  should  be  fed  to  maintain  their  present  good 
appearance.  The  Dogwoods  planted  in  1936  are  well  budded 
for  1941  and  it  is  hoped  by  your  committee  that  at  least  25  more 
can  be  planted  in  the  coming  year  along  the  road  above  Grews 
Pond. 

There  are  several  hollies  in  the  park  and  only  this  season  one 
of  the  larger  ones  fruited  as  a  result  of  moving  a  male  tree 
near  it.  This  tree  is  probably  one  of  the  best  hollies  on  the  Cape 
and  shows  the  effects  of  the  feeding  that  Mr.  W.  E.  Lawrence 
has  given  it.  The  fruit  is  very  large  and  well  spaced  all  over 
the  tree  and  just  before  Christmas  it  presented  a  wonderful 
sight  with  the  scarlet  berries  contrasted  with  the  new  fallen 
snow.  We  hope  that  other  hollies  can  be  planted  in  this  vicinity 
so  that  an  area  can  be  set  aside  and  protected  as  a  Holly  Grove. 
There  are  no  better  conditions  than  in  the  park  for  hollies  and 
it  could  become  one  of  the  beauty  spots  of  the  town,  in  a  sort 
of  sanctuary. 

A  lot  of  work  should  be  done  about  the  big  Cedars  as  they 
are  being  crowded  by  the  pines  and  other  trees  that  have  come 
up  among  them.  The  town  is  indeed  fortunate  in  having  this 
beautiful  bit  of  land  so  near  that  all  can  make  use  of  it,  and  its 
future  usefulness  should  be  insured  to  the  people  of  the  town.

The  situation  as  regards  Governor  Hutchinson's  Field  has 
changed  very  materially  since  our  last  report  for,  at  that  time, 
the  elms  along  Adams  Street  which,  of  course,  are  the  really 
conspicuous  trees  on  the  field,  varied  all  the  way  from  several 
fine  large  trees  to  many  only  3  in.  or  4  in.  in  diameter.  This, 
as  they  stood  all  in  the  same  row,  produced  a  very  odd  effect. 
These  small  trees,  eight  in  number,  were  therefore  replaced  by 
fine  large  trees  about  8  in.  in  diameter,  this  work  being  done  by 
Harlan  Kelsey.  One  tree  in  poor  health  and  covered  with  cankers 
was  removed  thus  leaving  all  the  row,  with  the  probable  excep- 
tion of  one,  in  really  fine  condition.  We  are  expecting  to  feed 
these  trees  this  year  and  do  any  necessary  pruning  and  spraying. 

Ever  since  the  hurricane  the  river  trail  has  been  in  need  of 
clearing  and  this  has  now  been  put  in  good  condition  so  that 
the  field  as  a  whole  presents  a  foreground  suitable  for  the 
beautiful  distant  panorama  visible  from  this  hill  so  appealing 
to  the  thousands  of  passers-by;  something  of  beauty  to  carry 
to  town,  something  restful  to  the  weary  business  man  or  shopper 
returning.

HALIBUT  POINT  (1934).  Twelve  acres  at  the  northerly  tip  of 
Cape  Ann,  a  gift  by  Dr.  John  C.  Phillips  and  the  Village  Im- 
provement Society  of  Pigeon  Cove.  Twenty-eight  acres  addi- 
tional have  been  tentatively  accepted  subject  to  the  raising 
of  the  wholly  acceptable  purchase  price,  and  a  gift  of  about  two 
acres  adjoining  the  latter  has  been  deeded  during  the  past  year.

The  two  acres  of  meadow  fronting  on  Hoop  Pole  Cove,  locally 
known  since  1702  as  Andrews  Hollow,  which  was  referred  to  in 
last  year's  report,  has  this  year  been  deeded  to  The  Trustees 
by  the  donor,  Dr.  Frederick  Stube.  The  land  adjoins  his  summer 
place.  This  is  an  attractive  addition  to  the  twenty-eight  acre 
lot,  and  is  reached  by  a  grassy  lane  and  footpath  leading  off 
Gott  Avenue  near  the  parking  place.  Its  easterly  end  touches 
the  shore  front,  about  500  feet  of  which  is  connected  with  the 
twenty-eight  acre  lot.  A  much  used  footpath  runs  thence 
along  the  shore  northerly,  across  a  privately  owned  pasture,  to 
the  Halibut  Point  twelve  acre  piece  owned  by  The  Trustees. 

During  the  past  year  Mr.  Fletcher  and  Dr.  Howe  personally 
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repainted  the  lettering  on  the  path  signs,  which  were  later 
varnished.  No  other  work  was  called  for  on  the  property  except 
for  the  care  of  the  parking  place  as  arranged  for  by  the  Local 
Committee  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Year  by  year  the  reservation  is  more  and  more  resorted  to  by 
persons  from  a  distance,  and  it  is  anticipated  that  when  the  new 
scenic  road  from  Lynnfield  (the  extended  Route  128)  has  been 
completed  to  Cape  Ann  in  the  not  distant  future,  Halibut  Point 
will  become  the  mecca  of  a  vastly  increased  number  of  visitors. 
The  natural  expectation  is  that  the  reservation  will  be  taxed 
perhaps  beyond  the  capacity  of  the  present  acreage  to  care  for 
the  public.  To  provide  for  this  added  demand  The  Trustees 
have  in  the  past  requested  the  Legislature  to  authorize  the 
Department  of  Conservation  to  acquire  an  adjacent  one 
hundred  acres  of  shore  fronting  property.  Owing  to  the  enforced 
public  economy  no  action  has  thus  far  been  possible,  but,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Local  Committee,  this  public  need  should  be 
kept  actively  in  mind  in  the  hope  that  later  the  Commonwealth 
may  find  it  possible  to  provide  this  needed  enlargement.

Twenty-seven  acres  in 
Medfield  containing  ten  acres  of  massive  native  rhododendrons 
purchased  from  subscription,  and  in  1936  an  additional  1.84 
acres,  gift  by  Richard  S.  Hale  of  Dover.  These  rhododendron 
plants  are  from  10  to  15  feet  in  height.

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During  the  summer  of  1940  further  clearing  of  fallen  timber 
caused  by  the  1938  hurricane  was  undertaken.  Also,  many 
unimportant  trees  which  shaded  the  main  rhododendron  area 
were  removed,  opening  up  this  section  and  providing  more 
sunlight  and  freer  circulation  of  air. 

In  the  lower  swamp  area,  hundreds  of  large  rhododendron 
bushes  have  died.  No  doubt  these  losses  can  be  definitely  attrib- 
uted to  the  unusual  heavy  floods  in  August  and  September,  1938. 
It  is  probable  if  a  comprehensive  drainage  project  had  been 
completed  in  the  summer  of  1939,  much  of  this  damage  might 
have  been  averted. 

The  Committee  plans  to  drain  a  portion  of  the  section  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  so-called  "Island"  during  the  summer  of  1941. 
so  far  as  the  limited  resources  will  permit. 

There  was  a  magnificent  bloom,  which  reached  its  climax  on 
July  20,  1940,  on  the  higher  land  on  and  near  the  Island.  Many 
people  visited  the  Reservation  during  July,  and  were  rewarded 
by  a  scene  of  unbelievable  natural  beauty. 

During  the  year  we  employed  a  man  for  seventy-five  days 
at  $4.00  per  day,  to  clear  the  brush  and  trees.  This  amounted 
to  an  expenditure  of  $300.

MISERY  ISLAND  (1935)  An  island  of  eighty  acres  at  entrance 
of  Salem  Harbor.  Threatened  by  prospect  of  unpleasant 
commercial  development,  a  group  of  local  residents  subscribed 
for  its  purchase.  The  Reservation  holdings  are:  original  pur- 
chase, 68  acres;  Little  Misery,  QlA  acres;  T.  C.  Hollander  estate, 
5  acres — total  acres,  793^.

During  the  past  year  no  material  changes  have  been  made 
on  the  Island.  The  upkeep  of  the  property  has  been  carefully 
maintained.  It  is  planned  that  the  natural  conditions  will 
gradually  be  restored  and  with  this  in  view  no  shrubs  or  trees 
have  been  removed  and  various  paths  have  been  formed  by 
actual  foot  treading. 

The  beach  has  been  kept  very  clean  and  a  landing  stage  has 
been  placed,  at  no  cost  to  the  Reservation,  directly  on  the  rocks 
under  the  small  cottage  at  the  easterly  end  of  the  beach. 

We  are  pleased  to  advise  the  Governing  Board  of  The 
Trustees  that  through  the  efforts  of  Secretary  Laurence  B. 
Fletcher  we  are  to  acquire  all  of  the  property  on  the  Island 
of  the  late  Theodore  C.  Hollander.  The  deed  is  to  be  executed 
by  the  Boston  Safe  Deposit  and  Trust  Company  as  Trustee 
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under  the  residuary  clause  of  Mr.  Hollander's  will.  The  addition 
of  this  property  will  mean  much  to  the  Reservation.  The 
buildings  can  be  repaired  at  a  very  small  cost  by  the  warden 
without  interference  with  his  other  duties. 

After  consultation  with  the  members  of  our  committee,  it 
was  decided,  for  various  reasons,  especially  that  of  liability, 
not  to  run  a  motor  boat  to  and  from  the  North  Shore. 

There  have  been  no  accidents  on  the  Reservation.  Assistance 
has  been  given  by  the  Warden  to  several  boats  in  distress. 

Our  finances  are  in  good  condition.  During  the  past  year  our 
income  and  expenses  were  very  nearly  equal. 

The  number  of  visitors  increases  from  year  to  year.  In  1940 
the  Islands  were  visited  by  4,600  people.  It  is  rather  extra- 
ordinary that  such  good  order  has  been  kept  by  the  visitors. 
They  have  followed  implicitly  all  posted  orders  and  authorities. 

People  in  large  numbers  visited  from  inland  cities  and  towns. 
The  fact  that  so  many  people  visited  the  Islands  last  year  is, 
in  itself,  enough  to  warrant  some  improvements  so  as  to  take 
care  of  the  throngs  of  people  who  are  sure  to  come.  Misery 
Island  Reservation  is  rapidly  making  its  mark  as  a  pleasure 
resort  for  the  public  at  large.

Through  the  activity  of  the  Local  Committee  the  Monument 
Mountain  Reservation  has  been  improved  more  in  1940  than 
any  other  preceding  year.  One  of  the  great  improvements  was

THE  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  RESERVATIONS 


The  Local  Committee  was  successful  in  having  the  NYA  boys 
work  in  the  reservation  under  the  supervision  of  our  warden, 
Mr.  Arthur  C.  Monroe.  Trails  have  been  trimmed,  new  signs 
have  been  built  and  placed,  enlargement  of  the  picnic  areas 
have  been  made.  Consequently,  more  visitors  have  enjoyed 
the  reservation  than  ever  before. 

Through  the  good  offices  of  the  Chairman  a  motor  truck  was 
made  available  with  men  to  seed  the  new  parking  space  where 
the  mound  was  removed. 

When  funds  are  available  the  Local  Committee  recommend 
there  should  be  a  full-time  warden  from  May  first  to  November 
first,  owing  to  the  increase  in  visitors  and  campers  to  the 
reservation.

The  Board  of  Water  Commissioners  of  Gloucester  have 
restricted  the  parking  space  and  picnic  grounds  on  Forest 
Avenue  which  they  thought  was  too  near  the  reservoir.  They 
also  instructed  us  to  remove  the  signs  on  Forest  Avenue  at 
Essex  Avenue  giving  directions  to  the  parking  space.  Con- 
sequently, we  removed  the  signs  to  New  Way  Lane  on  Essex 
Avenue  and  made  the  entrance  there,  which  has  happily  proved 
to  be  more  accessible. 

A  strong  Local  Committee  has  been  appointed  and  through 
their  good  offices  paths  were  cut  and  trimmed,  new  signs  have 
been  placed,  and  the  reservation  has  never  been  in  any  better 
condition.  At  the  end  of  New  Way  Lane,  there  is  available  a 
small  parking  space  for  a  few  cars,  but  it  is  the  desire  of  the 
Local  Committee  and  the  Trustees  to  enlarge  that  space  when 
funds  will  permit.

Petticoat  Hill  in  Williamsburg  is  on  Route  9  Berkshire  Trail, 
where  a  sign  hangs  on  a  tree  designating  the  reservation,  and 
at  the  entrance  there  is  a  large  legible  sign  telling  the  story  of 
this  gift.  From  the  fact  that  it  is  some  distance  from  the  main 
road  Petticoat  Hill  has  not  been  used  much  except  by  those 
attending  the  field  trip  conducted  by  the  Trustees  or  by  those 
specially  interested  in  seeing  this  beautiful  reservation.  It  is 
well  worth  the  climb  for  a  picnic  in  its  hemlock  grove  and  then 
to  the  top  showing  a  beautiful  vista  looking  down  over  the 
Connecticut  Valley. 

I  am  pleased  to  report  that  the  reservation  is  in  good  condi- 
tion. It  is  hoped  that  through  the  Trustees'  lecture  of  colored 
films  showing  an  excellent  view  of  the  reservation,  and  the  ever 
increasing  interest  in  the  work  of  the  Trustees,  that  more  people 
will  visit  this  reservation  given  in  memory  of  Mr.  Edward  W. 
Nash.

The  committee  has  been  able  to  arrange  to  have  several  lots 
next  to  the  Rocky  Narrows  Reservation  transferred  to  the 
Trustees,  which  will  increase  the  size  of  the  Reservation  by 
about  14  acres.  The  actual  passing  of  the  deeds  will  not  take 
place  for  two  years. 

This  reservation  was  given  as  a  camping  place  for  canoeists. 
There  has  never  been  a  road  connecting  it  with  the  public- 
highway,  but  an  arrangement  has  been  made  wTith  the  owner  of 
the  adjoining  land  to  provide  a  parking  space  off  Forest  Street 
where  automobiles  may  be  left,  and  the  right  to  walk  from  there 
to  the  Reservation  has  been  granted.  We  have  ino  method  of 
checking  the  number  of  people  who  use  the  Reservation  except 
by  the  amount  of  wood  which  we  have  had  stacked  near  the 
fireplaces.   Last  year  all  the  wood  was  used,  about  three  cords, 
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which  seems  quite  a  large  amount  considering  the  size  of  the 
fireplaces.

Activities  at  Hemlock  Knoll  started  in  the  spring  soon  after 
I  became  acquainted  with  the  work  of  The  Trustees. 

Working  with  Dr.  Howe  of  Cohasset  and  Mr.  Fletcher,  our 
efforts  were  directed  toward  making  the  place  more  accessible 
and  presentable. 

As  the  natural  stand  of  beautiful  trees  should  be  left  as 
nature  intended,  our  work  consisted  of  cleaning  the  knoll  of 
all  dead  and  storm-broken  trees  only.  Signs  were  relocated 
and  stained. 

Some  studies  were  undertaken  by  our  chairman  and  Prof. 
Charles  Lyons  of  Dartmouth  College  on  the  growth  habits  of 
these  large  trees.  Also  a  new  insect  pest,  Linden  Moth,  which 
promised  trouble  on  the  property,  was  studied  by  Dr.  E.  P. 
Felt  of  the  Bartlett  Tree  Research  Laboratories. 

Much  of  the  manual  labor  was  carried  out  by  the  Wenham 
Boy  Scout  Troop  who  volunteered  their  services  on  eight 
different  occasions  during  the  summer  and  fall. 

Mr.  Frederick  Winant  and  Mr.  Delano  Kennard  of  Wenham 
have  volunteered  their  services  as  the  other  two  men  on  the 
local  committee. 

Much  favorable  publicity  has  been  given  the  Knoll  in  the 
Salem  Evening  News. 

As  a  result,  more  visitors  have  inspected  our  property  this 
year  than  ever  before.  Several  visits  have  been  made  to  Hem- 
lock Knoll  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  our  society.

The  first  and  most  important  task  of  the  year  was  to  remove 
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the  last  of  the  trees  prostrated  by  the  hurricane  and  particularly 
the  brush-wood.  Thus  the  fire  hazard  was  practically  eliminated. 
The  contract  for  lumber  with  Richardson  White  has  been  com- 
pleted. For  clearing  the  forest  the  National  Youth  Administra- 
tion has  been  very  efficient. 

The  trails  have  been  kept  clear  and  well  marked  and  fifty-nine 
direction  signs  have  been  replaced  or  relettered  and  varnished. 
Certain  small  sections  of  the  trails  have  been  re-located  with 
advantage  and  in  some  cases  to  avoid  swampy  tracts. 

The  bridle-paths  have  suffered  on  account  of  the  heavy 
cartage  of  hurricane  logs  and  debris  and  need  extensive  repairs. 
The  number  of  visitors  has  been  increasing,  as  well  as  the 
popularity  of  the  picnic  grove.  About  $100  was  collected  for 
use  of  the  fireplaces. 

Our  warden,  who  has  given  good  service  for  many  years, 
became  incapacitated  by  ill  health,  but  we  hope  to  supply  his 
place  when  spring  opens.  Mrs.  Hugh  Bancroft  has  allowed  us 
to  use  as  a  parking  space,  a  small  field  at  the  Turkey  Hill 
entrance.

The  past  year  at  the  Old  Manse  was  a  satisfactory  one  with 
nearly  exactly  4000  visitors. 

The  valuable  furniture  is  safely  at  the  Concord  Antiquarian 
Society.  An  excellent  job  was  done  on  the  kitchen  chimney  and 
next  season  we  will  have  the  other  chimney  looked  after;  also 
one  of  the  gutters  which  is  out  of  repair.  The  grounds  will  need 
clearing  up,  particularly  back  of  the  house  but  one  man  could 
do  the  necessary  work  in  a  day.  I  do  feel  that  we  should  have 
two  (2)  more  fire  extinguishers.  Fire  is  the  one  thing  I  fear  most. 

We  expect  to  open  the  Old  Manse  on  April  19th  next  for  the 
1941  season,  and  to  close  on  or  about  November  15th.  The 
house  will  be  open  Sundays  as  usual.  I  feel  that  1941  should 
prove  as  satisfactory  a  one  as  that  of  1940  and  hope  even  better.

ACT  OF  INCORPORATION 


AN  ACT  TO  ESTABLISH 
THE  TRUSTEES  OF  PUBLIC  RESERVATIONS 

Chapter  352,  Acts  of  1891 
Massachusetts  General  Court 

Section  1.  Frederick  L.  Ames,  Philip  A.  Chase,  Christopher 
Clarke,  Charles  R.  Codman,  Elisha  S.  Converse,  George  F.  Hoar, 
John  J.  Russell,  Leverett  Saltonstall,  Charles  S.  Sargent, 
Nathaniel  S.  Shaler,  George  Sheldon,  William  S.  Shurtleff, 
George  H.  Tucker,  Francis  A.  Walker,  George  Wigglesworth, 
their  associates  and  successors,  are  hereby  made  a  corporation 
by  the  name  of  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations,  for 
the  purpose  of  acquiring,  holding,  arranging,  maintaining,  and 
opening  to  the  public,  under  suitable  regulations,  beautiful  and 
historical  places  and  tracts  of  land  within  this  Commonwealth, 
with  the  powers  and  privileges  and  subject  to  the  duties  set 
forth  in  chapter  one  hundred  and  fifteen  of  the  Public  Statutes 
and  in  such  other  general  laws  as  now  are  or  hereafter  may  be 
in  force  relating  to  such  corporations;  but  said  corporation  shall 
have  no  capital  stock. 

Section  2.  Said  corporation  may  acquire  and  hold  by  grant, 
gift,  devise,  purchase,  or  otherwise,  real  estate  such  as  it  may 
deem  worthy  of  preservation  for  the  enjoyment  of  the  public, 
but  not  exceeding  one  million  dollars  in  value,  and  such  other 
property,  both  real  and  personal,  as  may  be  necessary  or  proper 
to  support  or  promote  the  objects  of  the  corporation,  but  not 
exceeding  in  the  aggregate  the  further  sum  of  one  million  dollars. 

Section  3.  All  personal  property  held  by  said  corporation, 
and  all  lands  which  it  may  cause  to  be  opened  and  kept  open 
to  the  public,  and  all  lands  which  it  may  acquire  and  hold  with 
this  object  in  view,  shall  be  exempt  from  taxation,  in  the  same 
manner  and  to  the  same  extent  as  the  property  of  literary, 
benevolent,  charitable,  and  scientific  institutions  incorporated 
within  this  Commonwealth  is  now  exempt  by  law;  but  no  lands 
so  acquired  and  held  and  not  open  to  the  public  shall  be  so 
exempt  from  taxation  for  a  longer  period  than  two  years.  Said 
corporation  shall  never  make  any  division  or  dividend  of  or 
from  its  property  or  income  among  its  members. 

Section  4.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage.

Those  who  work  with  The  Trustees  are  keenly  aware 
of  the  handicaps  under  which  this  Board  operates  by  reason 
of  insufficient  funds  left  to  it  through  bequest.  It  may  very 
well  be  that  the  name  The  Trustees  of  Public  Reservations 
is  a  deterrent  to  substantial  bequests  in  that  the  words  public 
reservation  suggest  an  area  maintained  through  public  funds.

What  are  the  natural  features  which  make  a 
township  handsome? 

A  river,  with  its  waterfalls  and  meadows,  a  lake, 
a  hill,  a  cliff  or  individual  rocks,  a  forest,  and 
ancient  trees  standing  singly.  Such  things  are 
beautiful;  they  have  a  high  use  which  dollars  and 
cents  never  represent. 

If  the  inhabitants  of  a  town  were  wise,  they 
would  seek  to  preserve  these  things,  though  at  a 
considerable  expense.  .  .  . 

It  would  be  worth  while  if  in  each  town  a  com- 
mittee were  appointed  to  see  that  the  beauty  of  the 
town  received  no  detriment  .  If  we  have  the  biggest 
bowlder  in  the  country,  then  it  should  not  belong 
to  an  individual,  nor  be  made  into  a  doorstep.  As 
in  many  countries  precious  metals  belong  to  the 
crown,  so  here  more  precious  natural  objects  of  rare 
beauty  should  belong  to  the  public.
